A sort of political black¬ 
mail has been part and par¬ 
cel of official pro - ERA 
policy for at least two years. 
But now there is a new 
twist, unofficial if you will. 

Columnist Paul Scott re¬ 
ported late in June that 
Rosalynn Carter’s new White 
House Tas.k Force for the 
Equal Rights Amendment i.s 
facing an “explosive moral- 
political problem.” It seems 
that members of COYOTE, a 
national organization of pro¬ 
stitutes and their supporters, 
are active in the pro-E.R.A. 
movement and “have been 
actively associated with the 
lobbying activities of the 
White House in several of 
the contested states.” The 
legislators of these states — 
Florida, Georgia, Illinois and 
Oklahoma — have been tar¬ 
geted by the Coyotes in a 
"kiss and tell” campaign. 
Scott reveals that “hookers 
in those states are being 
asked to turn in the .names 
of legislator clients to pro- 
E.R.A. groiups to strengthen 
lobbying efforts for E.R.A. 
The campaign is designed to 
convince anti ■ E.R.A. legis¬ 
lators who have frequented 
prostitutes to support ratifi¬ 
cation or .’isk being public¬ 
ly identified.” 

According to Scott, after 
Mrs. Carter heard of the re¬ 
cent COYOTE campaign in 
Illinois, .she asked members 
of the White House Tas.k 
Force to .advise her what to 
say publicly if questioned. 
Some told her to denounce 
it; others said to do nolhing 
because “it would split the 
pro-E.R.A. movement.” S o 
Rosalynn has elected to keep 
silent about the blackmail 
tactics of the Coyotes. 

Founded in 1973 by the 
notorious hooker Margo St. 
James, COYOTE is a,n acro¬ 
nym for “Call Off Your Old 
Tired Ethics.” The organiza¬ 
tion, dedicated 1o the total 
decriminalization of prosti¬ 
tution, holds yearly ‘“Hook¬ 
ers’ Balls” to rai.sG funds, 
and attracts what the “Ber¬ 
keley Barb” has called “the 
largest colleciion of street¬ 
walkers, johns, witches wiz¬ 
ards, belly-dancers, drag 
queens, creatures of dark- 
’ ness and free-lance per- 
[ verts.”

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
tibrough to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

, Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual 
Ibere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and ' 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tplerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt w ithdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses caa 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only w ay to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
